Other  features  that  you'll  find  only  in  the  Guide  are  the  Regional  Touring 
Maps,  helping  you  plan  car  trips  between  sites;  the  Peak  Visitation  section, 
telling  you  when  areas  are  crowded;  Special  Interest  Parks,  providing  easy 
reference  to  sites  of  particular  cultural  and  historical  significance;  and 
Climatables1111,  weather  charts  for  40  National  Park  Areas. 

What  really  makes  the  Guide  stand  out  from  the  crowd,  though,  is  that  by 
buying  this  book,  you're  helping  to  support  the  National  Parks.  For  more 
than  25  years,  the  National  Park  Foundation  has  been  the  official  private 
foundation  of  the  National  Park  Service.

The  1994-1995  Eighth  Edition  of  The  Complete  Guide  to  America's 
National  Parks,  sales  of  which  support  the  National  Parks,  makes  the 
information  you  need  for  your  trip  easy  to  find.  Each  site  is  listed  in  alpha- 
betical order  by  state.  Refer  to  the  appropriate  heading  for  information  on 
camping  and  lodging,  visitor  activities,  accessibility,  etc. 

Information  for  each  site  has  been  submitted  for  review  by  the  site's  staff  and 
checked  again  for  accuracy  by  the  National  Park  Foundation. 

There  are  separate  chapters  on  National  Scenic  and  National  Historic  Trails, 
the  National  Rivers  and  National  Wild  and  Scenic  Rivers,  Regional  Tours, 
Peak  Visitation  and  Special  Interest  Parks.

Maps 


Each  section  begins  with  a  state  map  indicating  sites  as  well  as  major 
roads  and  helpful  locators  such  as  cities  or  rivers.  There  are  city  maps 
for  Washington,  DC;  Boston,  MA;  New  York,  NY;  Philadelphia,  PA;  and  San 
Francisco,  CA.  Seven  maps  in  the  Regional  Tours  chapter  will  help  you  plan 
trips  between  sites  that  are  within  an  easy  drive  of  each  other.  A  2-page  trails 
map  highlights  the  14  National  Scenic  and  National  Historic  Trails  under 
National  Park  Service  management. 

The  maps  in  this  book  are  not  detailed  road  maps. 


Entrance  Fees 


National  Park  entrance  fees  are  included,  but  are  subject  to  change. 
The  Golden  Eagle  Pass  is  an  annual  entrance  permit  issued  for  $25, 
which  is  honored  at  all  Federal  recreation  areas  that  charge  fees.  The 
National  Park  Service  affiliated  areas  do  not  accept  the  pass  and  are  noted  in 
the  Guide.  Beginning  in  1994,  Golden  Eagle  Passes  will  be  valid  for  1  year 
from  the  date  of  purchase  and  may  be  obtained  from  Federal  agencies  as 
well  as  businesses,  nonprofit  groups  and  other  organizations  authorized  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

The  Golden  Age  Passport  is  available  for  people  62  years  old  and  older  for 
a  one-time  fee  of  $10.  Persons  with  disabilities  who  are  eligible  for  Federal 
benefits  may  obtain  the  Golden  Access  Passport.

Climatables m  begin  on  page  476  and  are  compilations  of  official 
National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration  weather  data  from 
individual  National  Weather  Service  offices,  cooperative  observation  stations 
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and  from  publications  on  the  National  Climatic  Data  Center.  They  do  not 
represent  a  forecast,  but  do  indicate  the  type  and  range  of  past  weather 
conditions.  A  metric  conversion  chart  provided  by  the  National  Weather 
Service  is  featured  on  page  475.

Access  for  Persons  With  Disabilities 


The  Guide  includes  information  on  accessible  attractions  and  facilities 
within  sites.  The  National  Park  Service  is  a  leader  in  developing  acces- 
sible recreation  and  interpretation  for  people  with  disabilities,  but  much 
remains  to  be  done. 

The  National  Park  Foundation  and  the  National  Park  Service  are  working 
together  to  improve  accessibility  to  sites  through  the  Easy  Access  Park 
Challenge,  a  program  that  matches  community-based  volunteers  with  local 
Parks  to  complete  access  projects.

The  Battle  of  Horseshoe  Bend  on  March  27, 1814,  between  nearly  3,000 
Tennessee  frontier  troops  led  by  Andrew  Jackson  and  close  to  1,000 
Creek  Indians  led  by  Chief  Menawa  ended  the  Creek  Indian  War.  It  also 
broke  the  tribe's  power  in  the  Southeast  and  added  Creek  lands  comprising 
three-fifths  of  the  present  Alabama  and  one-fifth  of  Georgia  to  the  United 
States.

Horseshoe  Bend  National  Military  Park  is  on  Alabama  Highway  49, 12  miles 
(19-3  km)  north  of  Dadeville,  and  18  miles  (29  km)  east  of  Alexander  City 
via  Alabama  Highway  22  to  New  Site. 

•  Museum  with  military  artifacts,  diorama  and  electric  map  about  the 
battle.  •  Exhibits  about  Creek  Indian  life.  Ten-minute  slide  program:  "The 
Creek  War  and  the  Battle  of  Horseshoe  Bend."  •  Flintlock  musket  or  rifle 
demonstrations  offered  when  staffing  permits.  •  Monthly  special  interpretive 
programs.  •  Facilities  include  a  3-mile  (4.8  km)  auto  tour  of  the  battlefield, 
2-mile  (3.2  km)  and  3-mile  (4.8  km)  hiking  trails  through  the  Park  and 
battlefield,  2  picnic  areas  and  a  boat  ramp.  •  Park  grounds  are  open  daily 
from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  except  Dec.  25. 


•  Permits  and  fees  are  required  for  special  uses, 
on  paved  roads.  •  Pets  must  be  on  a  leash. 


Vehicles  are  allowed  only 


Visitor  Center/Museum  is  accessible. 


•  Nearest  camping  facilities  are  located  at  Wind  Creek  State  Park,  6  miles 
(9.6  km)  south  of  Alexander  City.  Additional  campgrounds  are  available  at

km)  north  on  Alabama  Highway  49.  •  Lodging  is  available  in  Alexander 
City  in  Dadeville.

Little  River  Canyon  National  Preserve  was  established  on  Oct.  21, 1992  to 
m    protect  35  miles  (56.5  km)  of  the  Little  River  flowing  atop  Lookout 
Mountain  in  northeastern  Alabama.  The  Preserve  contains  one  of  the  most 
extensive  canyon  systems  of  the  Cumberland  Plateau,  provides  a  habitat  for 
a  unique  assemblage  of  plants  and  animals,  and  contains  outstanding 
scenic  vistas  and  world  class  white  water  for  boaters.  It  is  also  the  deepest 
canyon  in  Alabama.

The  Monument  is  best  approached  by  US  72  to  Bridgeport,  AL.  Turn  north 
on  County  Road  75  to  the  community  of  Mount  Carmel,  then  turn  right  on 
County  Road  98  to  the  Monument  entrance.  The  distance  from  Bridgeport  to 
the  Monument  is  8  miles  (12.9  km)  on  paved  road. 

•  Interpretive  films  and  slide  programs  are  available  upon  request  in  the 
Monument's  audio-visual  room.  A  slide  program  is  shown  in  the  cave  shel- 
ter area.  •  Interpretive  exhibits  and  talks,  demonstrations  of  ancient  Indian 
life  and  guided  tours  of  the  cave  shelter  or  groups.  •  Visitor  facilities  include 
hiking  trails  and  restrooms.  •  The  Monument  is  open  daily  from  8  a.m.  to 
5  p.m.  except  for  Dec.  25.

In  a  post-Reconstruction  era  marked  by  growing  segregation  and  disen- 
franchisement  of  African  Americans,  Booker  T.  Washington  established 
Tliskegee  Institute  with  the  goal  of  training  teachers  and  developing  occupa- 
tional skills  to  equip  students  for  jobs  in  the  trades  and  agriculture.

The  Site  is  on  Old  Montgomery  Road  and  is  adjacent  to  the  City  of  Tuskegee, 
AL.  From  1-85,  exit  onto  AL  81  South,  turn  right  at  the  intersection  of  81 
and  Old  Montgomery  Road.  Follow  the  signs  to  the  Visitor  Center  located  in 
the  Carver  Museum. 

•  Facilities  include  the  Carver  Museum  and  The  Oaks,  a  restored  home. 

•  Informal  interpretive  talks  at  the  Carver  Museum,  formal  tours  at  The 
Oaks  and  special  activities  intermittently  throughout  the  year.

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The  Preserve  is  quite  isolated.  No  roads  lead  to  the  area,  and  airports  at 
Nome  and  Kotzebue  that  handle  jets  are  rather  distant  from  the  Preserve's 
boundaries.  Nonetheless,  Nome  and  Kotzebue  are  the  immediate  points 
from  which  to  fly  into  the  Preserve  or  to  native  villages  in  close  proximity  to 
the  boundaries.  Round-trip  air  fare  from  Anchorage  to  either  Kotzebue  or 
Nome  is  $580.  It  is  possible  to  charter  flights  out  of  Nome  and  Kotzebue  into 
Serpentine  Hot  Springs  and  onto  beaches  of  the  Preserve.  Charter  fares  run 
about  $200  per  hour. 

•  Wilderness  hiking  and  camping,  photography,  fishing,  river  floating,  boat- 
ing, canoeing,  walking,  wildlife  and  wildflower  watching.  •  Information  on 
backcountry  hiking  is  available  from  the  Superintendent's  office.  •  Part  of 
the  attraction  of  the  Preserve  is  the  lifestyle  of  Eskimos  from  the  neighboring 
villages,  including  their  reindeer  herds,  and  arts  and  crafts.  •  The  Preserve 
never  closes. 

•  No  fees.  •  Alaska  fishing  license,  available  locally,  is  required. 
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•  Primitive  camping  only  -  no  reservations.  •  Lodging  is  available  at  the 
intermediate  points  of  Nome  and  Kotzebue.  Room  reservations  are  suggested 
because  touring  groups  book  much  of  the  touring  space.  Rooms  average 
about  $85  per  day. 

•  Certain  items  -  food,  clothing,  beverages  and  some  gear  -  may  be 
purchased  from  merchants  in  Nome  and  Kotzebue,  but  supplies  in  village 
stores  are  generally  limited.  •  Meals  are  served  in  Nome  and  Kotzebue. 

•  First  aid  is  not  available  in  the  Preserve.  •  The  nearest  hospitals  are  in 
Nome  and  Kotzebue. 

•  Transportation  costs  for  goods  and  services  in  "bush"  Alaska  raise  prices 
considerably  in  such  places  as  Nome  and  Kotzebue.  Visitors  planning  to 
stay  in  the  Preserve  should  arrive  self-sufficient.  •  Most  visitors  come 
into  the  area  between  mid-June  and  mid-September  when  the  temperatures 
average  in  the  mid-40s°F,  along  the  coast  and  mid-60s°F,  inland.  During 
the  ice-free  periods  along  the  coasts  (late  May  to  late  October),  cloudy  skies 
prevail,  fog  occurs,  daily  temperatures  remain  fairly  constant  in  the  long 
hours  of  daylight,  and  the  relative  humidity  is  high.  •  There  is  some  drift- 
wood along  the  beaches,  but  inland  wood  is  scarce  and  should  be  used 
chiefly  for  cooking.  •  Visitors  should  possess  skills,  talents  and  stamina  to

The  8  million  acres  of  Gates  of  the  Arctic  National  Park  comprise  a  vast 
tundra  wilderness  containing  7  designated  wild  rivers  and  many  lakes 
and  rivers  yet  unnamed.  Broad  glacial  valleys  contrast  with  the  rugged 
peaks  of  the  Brooks  Range.  Here,  200  miles  (322.5  km)  northwest  of 
Fairbanks,  is  habitat  that  is  vital  to  the  arctic  caribou,  grizzly  bear,  sheep, 
moose,  wolves  and  raptors.

•  Fishing,  sailing,  sea  kayaking,  hiking,  skiing,  snowmobiling,  dog  sled- 
ding, snow  shoeing,  visiting  a  glacier,  wildlife-watching,  sightseeing  and 
charter  boats.  •  The  Visitor  Center  in  Seward  is  open  from  8  a.m.  to  7  p.m. 
daily  from  May  to  September  and  Monday  through  Friday  the  rest  of  the 
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year.  •  Evening  programs,  films  and  a  regularly  scheduled  Park  slide  show 
are  offered.  •  There  is  a  Ranger  Station  at  Exit  Glacier. 

No  fees. 
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All  public  use  cabins  are  accessible  to  some  degree.  A  1.5-mile  (2.4  km) 
paved  trail  leads  to  a  view  of  Exit  Glacier  and  a  nature  display. 

•  A  10-site,  no-fee  campground  is  at  Exit  Glacier  -  tents  only.  •  There  are  2 
public-use  cabins  at  Aialik  Bay,  2  at  Nuka  Bay  and  1  at  Exit  Glacier  for 
winter  use  only.  •  Fees  and  reservations  are  required.

In  August  1896,  George  Washington  Carmack  and  his  two  Native 
American  companions,  Skookum  Jim  and  Tagish  Charlie,  found  gold  in  a 
tributary  of  the  Klondike  River  in  Canada's  Yukon  Territory.  They  had  no 
idea  that  they  would  set  off  one  of  the  greatest  gold  rushes  in  history,  which 
created  the  Alaskan  tent  and  shack  towns  of  Skagway  and  Dyea.

Access  to  Skagway  is  by  auto,  plane,  bus,  cruise  ship,  or  by  State  of  Alaska 
ferry.  For  further  information,  contact  your  travel  agent  or  the  City  of 
Skagway,  Box  415,  Skagway,  AK  99840.  The  City  of  Skagway  Visitor  Center  is 
located  in  the  Arctic  Brotherhood  Building  on  the  west  side  of  Broadway, 
South  of  the  alley  between  Second  and  Third  Avenue.  The  National  Park 
Service  visitor  Center  is  located  at  2nd  and  Broadway.  The  Seattle  Visitor 
Center  is  at  117  South  Main  St.,  in  the  Pioneer  Square  area. 

•  Skagway:  Wildlife-watching,  camping,  foot,  bus  and  chartered  aircraft 
tours.  Information  on  films,  displays,  interpretive  programs  and  guided 
walks  available  at  Skagway  Visitor  Center.  •  Seattle:  Interpretive  displays, 
films,  special  tours  and  other  events.  •  The  Seattle  visitor  Center  is  open 
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from  9  a.m.  to  7  p.m.  in  summer  with  shorter  hours  during  the  off-season. 
The  Skagway  Visitor  Center  is  open  from  8  a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  daily  from  mid- 
May  to  September.  Contact  Park  offices  for  other  times. 

•  No  fees  or  permits.  •  Vehicles  are  restricted  to  designated  roadways. 
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•  In  Alaska,  no  reservations  are  available  for  primitive  campsites.  •  There 
are  other  overnight  accommodations  in  the  Park  and  in  Seattle  and 
Skagway. 

•  Meals  are  not  served  in  the  Park,  but  are  available  nearby.  •  Food  and 
supplies  are  obtainable  in  the  Park.  •  Supplies  are  also  available  in  Seattle, 
2  blocks  north,  and  in  Alaska  in  the  Skagway  Historic  District. 

•  First  aid  is  available  in  the  Park.  •  The  nearest  hospital  is  in  Seattle,  1 
mile  (1.6  km)  away  for  Skagway;  Whitehorse,  112  miles  (180.6  km);  and 
Juneau  90  airmiles  (145.1  km). 

•  In  Alaska,  the  33-mile  (53.2  km)  Chilkoot  Trail  is  accessible  only  on  foot 
You  must  be  properly  outfitted  before  embarking  on  a  hike  over  the  Chilkoot 
Trail.  •  Weather  conditions  may  change  rapidly  from  hour  to  hour,  espe- 
cially in  the  summit  area.  You  must  be  prepared  for  cold  temperatures,  snow 
or  rain,  fog,  and  travel  through  swampy  areas  and  snow  fields.  •  Proper 
equipment  includes  warm  clothing  (preferably  wool),  sturdy  rain  gear  (not 
plastic),  a  tent  with  waterproof  fly,  camp  stove  and  adequate  fuel  (there  is  no 
wood  in  the  summit  area  and  campfires  are  not  allowed  at  all  in  the 
Canadian  portion),  good  hiking  boots,  adequate  food  plus  emergency 
rations  and  a  first-aid  kit.  •  Current  trail  information  is  available  at  the 
Visitor  Center  in  Skagway  or  the  Area  Superintendent,  Yukon  National 
Historic  Sites,  Canadian  Parks  Service,  205-300  Main  St.,  Whitehorse  Yukon, 
YIA  2B5,  phone  403-667-3910.  •  Hiking  the  trail  north  from  Dyea  is  recom- 
mended because  it  is  the  historic  route.  Traveling  the  trail  in  reverse  is  not 
recommended  because  descending  the  steep  summit  scree,  the  "Gold  Stairs" 
of  the  gold  rush  days,  is  dangerous. 

•  Be  alert  for  symptoms  of  hypothermia,  a  lowering  of  body  temperature 
that  results  in  uncontrollable  shivering,  disorientation,  weariness,  and  possi- 
bly death.  •  Never  feed  wild  animals.  Make  noise  when  you  hike,  announc- 
ing your  presence,  since  bears  are  most  dangerous  when  startled  or 
cornered.  •  Keep  your  campsite  and  equipment  clean.  Food  should  be  sealed 
in  airtight  containers  and  hung  from  trees  so  that  animals  will  not  be 
attracted  by  the  food  odors.  •  You  are  advised  not  to  take  pets  on  the 
Chilkoot  Trail.  •  Customs  and  Immigration  laws  require  that  anyone  travel- 
ing to  Canada  must  report  to  Canadian  Customs.  Canadian  Customs  Offices 
are  located  in  Fraser,  B.C.,  and  Whitehorse,  YT.  Anyone  proceeding  to 
Skagway  from  Canada  must  report  to  U.S.  Customs  and  Immigration 
authorities  in  Skagway.

Kobuk  Valley  National  Park  is  enclosed  by  the  Baird  and  Waring  moun- 
tains. It  includes  the  central  section  of  the  Kobuk  River,  the  25-square- 
mile  (40.3  km)  Great  Kobuk  Sand  Dunes,  and  the  Little  Kobuk  and  Hunt 
River  sand  dunes  which  were  created  by  the  grinding  action  of  ancient  glaci- 
ers and  carried  by  wind  to  the  valley.

Interagency  Kotzebue  Public  Lands  Information  Center  is  accessible. 

•  Tundra  and  river  bars  are  often  used  for  primitive  camping.  •  Seasonal, 
overnight  lodging  is  available  in  the  villages  of  Ambler  and  Kiana.

A  composite  of  ecosystems  that  are  representative  of  many  diverse 
regions  in  Alaska,  Lake  Clark  National  Park  and  Preserve  is  where  the 
mountains  of  the  Alaska  and  Aleutian  Ranges  join.  The  active  volcanoes  of 
Iliamna  and  Redoubt  also  vent  steam  and  rise  more  than  10,000  feet  (3,048 
m)  in  the  Park,  and  rivers  cascade  dramatically  to  the  sea  through  forests.

Most  visitors  charter  an  aircraft  from  Anchorage  to  the  Lake  Clark  area  for 
$180  an  hour  depending  on  the  weight  load,  number  of  passengers,  and 
type  of  aircraft.  Charter  is  also  available  from  the  Kenai  area.  Most  places  in 
the  Park  and  Preserve  are  within  1 1/2  hours  flight  time  from  Anchorage. 
There  is  commercial  air  service  available  from  Anchorage  to  Iliamna,  cost- 
ing about  $l60-$210  round  trip.  Points  within  the  Park  and  Preserve  from 
Iliamna  are  visited  via  air  charter,  at  the  same  cost  per  hour  as  Anchorage's 
air  charter  services.  Lake  Clark  Area  has  a  "seat  fare"  service  from  Merrill  to 
PortAlsworth. 

•  Hiking,  wildlife,  bird  watching,  fishing,  hunting,  boating,  river  trips, 
primitive  camping,  photography,  and  mountaineering.  •  Boat  rental,  fish- 
ing tackle,  guide  services  on  the  coast  shores  of  Lake  Clark,  and  lodging  and 
Guide  Services  at  Silver  Salmon  Coast.  •  Information  on  backcountry 
hiking  can  be  obtained  from  Park  Field  Headquarters.  •  The  Park  and 
Preserve  is  always  open. 

•  No  fees  or  permits  required  for  noncommercial  users.  •  Alaska  fishing 
licenses  are  required  and  are  available  in  Anchorage  and  at  Port  Alsworth. 

•  Voluntary  registration  with  field  headquarters  is  advised  for  safety  and 
statistics. 

No  accessible  accommodations. 

•  Primitive  camping  in  the  Park.  •  Limited  lodging  is  available  within  the 
Park  boundaries  along  the  shores  of  Lake  Clark,  at  Port  Alsworth  and  in  the 
interior  areas  through  private/commercial  operators.  •  Other  lodging  is 
available  through  commercial  and  air  charter  services  in  Anchorage  and 
Kenai.  •  Lodging  ranges  from  primitive  cabins  to  modern  lodges  with 
plumbing. 

•  Meals  are  served  in  the  Park,  but  generally  for  guests  at  lodging  facilities. 

•  Food  and  supplies  are  obtainable  in  the  Park  on  a  minimal  or  seasonal 
basis  at  Port  Alsworth  and  at  nearby  Nondalton  and  Iliamna. 
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•  First  aid  is  available  in  the  Park  on  a  limited  basis.  •  There  is  a  clinic  in 
Iliamna.  •  The  nearest  hospitals  are  in  Kenai  and  Anchorage. 

•  Most  visitors  arrive  between  mid-June  and  early  September  when  high 
temperatures  average  between  60°F  and  75°F  with  an  occasional  80°F  day 
in  the  interior.  Coastline  areas  are  cooler  with  temperatures  between  50°F 
and  65°F.  Wind  and  rainfall  are  present  on  the  coastal  areas,  with  mostly 
sunny  and  milder  temperatures  in  the  interior.  Weather  is  quite  variable  in 
the  interior.  Strong  winds  are  occasional.  Snow  is  possible  at  higher  eleva- 
tions at  any  time.  •  Insects  may  be  numerous  and  precautions  should  be 
taken  by  using  adequate  tents  for  camping  on  open  river  and  lake  bars. 
Carrying  an  ample  supply  of  insect  repellent  and  head  nets  is  suggested. 

•  Plan  on  wearing  clothing  that  will  protect  from  the  extremes  of  possible 
freezing  temperatures,  wet  weather,  and  warm  sunny  days.

The  Park  Visitor  Center  and  main  Park  grounds  are  located  one-quarter 
mile  (.4  km)  from  the  central  business  area  of  Sitka.  The  Russian  Bishop's 
House  is  located  in  the  historic  section  of  Sitka. 

•  The  Visitor  Center  contains  exhibits  of  the  Tlingit  Indian  culture,  slide  and 
movie  programs  on  the  area's  history  and  the  Southeast  Alaska  Indian 
Cultural  Center  where  native  artists  demonstrate  wood  carving,  basketry, 
weaving,  and  silver  carving.  •  visitor  Center  facilities  include  telephones, 
restrooms  and  a  bookstore.  •  The  Visitor  Center  is  open  daily  from  8  a.m.  to 
5  p.m.,  during  the  winter  and  8  a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  in  the  summer.  •  The  Park 
grounds  contain  1.5  miles  (2.4  km)  of  hiking  trails  through  the  temperate 
rain  forest  and  offer  opportunities  for  picnicking  and  bird-watching.  • 
Totem  poles  line  the  Park's  Totem  Trail.  •  During  August  and  September; 
salmon  spawn  in  the  Indian  River,  which  flows  through  the  Park.  •  The 
Russian  Bishop's  House  contains  a  museum  on  Russian  America,  exhibits, 
and  historic  furnishings  in  the  upstairs  and  Chapel.  •  The  Bishop's  House  is 
open  daily  from  8:30  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  in  summer  and  by  reservation  in  the 
winter. 

No  entrance  fees. 
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The  Visitor  Center,  most  Park  trails  and  the  ground  floor  of  the  Russian 
Bishop's  House  are  accessible.

The  quantity  and  scale  of  everything  at  Wrangell-St.  Elias  National 
Park  and  Preserve  is  enormous  with  peak  after  peak,  including  9  of 
the  16  highest  peaks  in  the  United  States,  glacier  after  glacier,  and  many 
braided  rivers  and  streams.

Access  into  the  central  portion  of  the  Park  by  road  is  available  from  the 
community  of  Chitina.  Take  the  state  maintained  Chitina-McCarthy  Road, 
which  is  passable  by  conventional  vehicle  with  good  clearance  during  the 
summer  months.  It  extends  61  miles  (98.3  km)  up  the  Chitina  River  Valley 
following  the  historic  route  of  the  Copper  River  and  Northwestern  Railroad 
to  the  Kennicott  River.  Road  access  into  the  northern  section  of  the 
Park/Preserve  is  from  Slana  (on  the  Tok  cutoff).  Follow  a  state-maintained 
route  passable  by  conventional  vehicle  that  extends  some  45  miles  (72.5 
km)  into  the  abandoned  mining  community  of  Nabesna.  Access  to  the 
remaining  portions  is  by  air.  Charter  air  service  is  available  from  the 
Gulkana  and  Tok  airports  at  varying  costs  with  an  average  round-trip  from 
Gulkana  to  McCarthy  costing  about  $700  a  plane  with  3  people  and  gear 
Glennallen  is  some  200  miles  (322.5  km)  by  paved  highway  from 
Anchorage  and  is  reached  by  regularly  scheduled  bus  service  (seasonal).  Air 
access  to  the  southern  coastal  sections,  including  the  beaches,  is  available 
from  Yakutat,  Cordova  and  Valdez. 

•  Backpacking,  lake  fishing,  river  rafting,  cross-country  skiing,  mountain 
climbing,  hiking  and  air  tours.  •  Surface  transportation  is  available 
between  McCarthy  and  Kennecott,  5  miles  (8  km).  •  Hiking  trails  are  primi- 
tive. •  The  Park/Preserve  never  closes. 

•  No  entrance  fees.  •  Alaska  fishing  licenses  are  required  and  are  available 
in  surrounding  communities. 
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•  Camping  is  available.  •  There  are  scattered  remote  cabins  located 
throughout  the  region  that  accommodate  backcountry  parties.  •  Standard 
accommodations  are  available  in  motels  and  cabins  in  and  around  the 
communities  of  Chitina  and  Glennallen,  on  the  Glenn  and  Richardson 
highways,  and  along  the  Tok  cutoff.  •  There  are  state  campgrounds  at 
Liberty  Creek  near  Chitina  and  along  the  major  highways. 

There  is  a  supermarket  in  Glennallen,  and  limited  supplies  are  available  in 
McCarthy. 

•  First  aid  is  not  available  in  the  Park.  •  The  nearest  clinic  is  in  Glennallen.

He  was  not  only  the  Navajos'  merchant,  but  also  their  trusted 
guide  and  teacher  who  translated  and  wrote  letters,  settled  quarrels, 
explained  government  policy  and  cared  for  the  sick.

There 
are  also  other  creatures  that  have  adapted  themselves  to  the  region's  extreme 
temperatures,  intense  sunlight  and  infrequent  rainfall.

From  the  east:  follow  AZ  86  to  Why,  then  turn 
south  on  AZ  85.  From  the  west:  follow  1-8  to  Gila  Bend  or  HO  to  Buckeye, 
then  turn  south  on  AZ  85.  From  Mexico:  drive  on  Mexico  Route  2  to 
Sonoyta,  then  north  to  Lukeville. 

•  Scenic  drives,  hiking,  backpacking,  mountain  biking,  photography, 
wildlife  and  bird  watching,  picnicking  and  self-guided  nature  walks.  •  The 
Visitor  Center,  open  daily  from  8  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  offers  a  slide  program  on 
the  Sonoran  Desert  region,  museum  exhibits  and  a  bookstore.  •  Other  facil- 
ities include  picnic  areas,  a  mail  drop,  trails,  restrooms  and  telephones

•  Sonoran  Desert  plants  and  animals,  found  nowhere  else  in  the  United 
States,  are  protected  throughout  Arizona.  •  The  Monument  was  established 
by  Presidential  Proclamation  on  April  13, 1937.  •  As  a  Biosphere  Reserve,  it 
is  an  almost  pristine  example  of  the  Sonoran  Desert.  •  Beware  of  the  cactus 
and  some  dangerous  wildlife.  There  are  6  varieties  of  rattlesnakes  as  well  as 
gila  monsters  and  scorpions.  These  animals  play  an  important  part  in  the 
ecology  of  the  desert  and  should  not  be  harmed.  •  Visitors  should  be 
prepared  for  desert  walking.  A  hat,  sunscreen,  comfortable  and  sturdy  cloth- 
ing and  shoes,  and  a  flashlight  are  necessary.  •  Carry  enough  drinking 
water,  1  gallon  (4 1) ,  per  person  per  day. 
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About  225  million  years  ago,  tall,  stately  pine-like  trees  grew  at  the 
L  headwaters  of  streams  that  crossed  a  vast  floodplain.  When  they  fell 
they  were  washed  into  the  floodplain  and  were  covered  by  a  blanket  of 
deposits  and  eventually  preserved  as  petrified  wood  in  an  area  that  is  today  a 
dry  tableland.

Pipe  Spring  National  Monument  is  a  memorial  to  the  early  cattle 
ranches  and  cowboys  of  the  vast,  trackless  grassland  that  stretched  to 
the  Rocky  Mountains.  This  land  provided  ample  feed  for  the  Texas  long- 
horns  that  would  supply  the  growing  demand  for  beef  in  the  East.

It 
is  also  known  as  the  monarch  of  the  Sonoran  Desert,  a  desert  that  far 
surpasses  other  North  American  deserts  in  lushness  and  variety  of  life  despite 
its  heat  and  dryness.

The  Visitor  Center  and  Park  Headquarters  in  the  Rincon  Mountain  District 
are  on  Old  Spanish  Trail  at  Freeman  Road,  2  miles  (3.2  km)  east  of  the 
Tucson  City  limits.  The  Red  Hills  Visitor  Center  in  the  Tucson  Mountain- 
District  is  on  Kinney  Road,  2  miles  (3.2  km)  west  of  the  Arizona-Sonora

Sunset  Crater  appeared  in  the  winter  of  1064-65  when  molten  rock 
sprayed  out  of  a  crack  in  the  ground  high  into  the  air,  solidified  quickly 
and  fell  to  earth  as  large  bombs  or  smaller  cinders.  A  1,000-foot  (304.8  m) 
cone  was  built  up  around  the  vent  over  the  next  100  years  as  periodic  erup- 
tions continued.

On  July  17, 1944,  as  ships 
were  being  loaded  with  munitions  to  supply  the  Pacific  Theater,  a  nighttime 
explosion  took  320  lives,  injured  another  390,  destroyed  2  ships  and  an 
ammunition  loading  pier  and  caused  severe  damage  to  buildings  in  the 
nearby  town  of  Port  Chicago.  The  explosion  and  its  aftermath  became  a 
turning  point  both  for  race  relations  in  the  Navy  and  increased  safety  in 
munitions  loading.

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begin  at  the  main  gate  where  visitors  must  register  and  receive  passes.  The 
main  gate  is  located  1  mile  (1.6  km)  north  of  the  intersection  of  Hwy.

Generals  Highway  connects  CA  198  and  180  and  passes  through  Sequoia 
Park  to  the  Grant  Grove  area,  Kings  Canyon  Park. 

•  Sightseeing,  photography,  camping,  700  miles  (1,129  km)  of  hiking  trails, 
fishing,  Nordic  and  downhill  skiing,  horseback  riding,  exhibits,  campfire 
programs  and  guided  nature  walks  are  all  available.  •  The  Parks  are  open 
all  year.  •  Some  activities  are  closed  during  the  winter  snow  period.

Respiratory  or  circulatory  problems  may  be  aggra- 
vated at  higher  elevations.  Bears  and  other  wildlife,  though  sometimes  tame 
in  appearance,  are  wild  and  can  be  dangerous.  Regulations  that  prohibit 
feeding  or  aggravating  animals  are  enforced  for  your  safety,  as  well  as  for  the 
benefit  of  the  animals.

1  astillo  de  San  Marcos  was  for  many  years  the  northern-most  outpost 
of  Spain's  vast  New  World  empire.  Begun  in  1672  and  completed  in 
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1695,  it  is  the  oldest  masonry  fort,  and  the  best-preserved  example  of  a 
Spanish  colonial  fortification  in  the  continental  United  States.

Construction  was  begun  in  1846  but 
was  never  fully  completed.  •  The  cluster  of  7  islands  known  as  the  Dry 
Tortugas  and  the  100  square  miles  (161.2  km)  of  pristine  coral  reefs  and 
seagrass  beds  provide  outstanding  opportunities  for  viewing  seabirds  and 
marine  life.  •  Created  as  Fort  Jefferson  National  Monument  by  Presidential 
Proclamation  Jan.  4, 1935  and  reestablished  as  Dry  Tortugas  National  Park 
Oct.  4, 1992.  •  Since  the  Park  is  isolated,  visitors  must  provide  for  every- 
thing. All  food,  water  and  supplies  must  be  brought  from  the  mainland.  All 
trash  must  be  removed.  •  For  your  safety  -  Do  not  stand  near  wall  edges. 
Mortar  in  the  historic  structures  may  be  loose  or  weakened.  Watch  for 
uneven  walking  surfaces,  spiral  stairways,  sudden  drop-offs  and  darkened 
areas.  Never  swim  alone.  Be  cautious  in  areas  with  strong  currents.  Cuts 
from  coral  and  punctures  from  sea  urchins  may  be  painful  and  slow  to  heal.

The  Park  extends  from  the  10,023-foot  (3,055  m)  summit  of  Mt.  Haleakala 
down  the  southeast  flank  to  the  Kipahulu  coast  near  Hana.  These  two 
sections  of  the  Park  are  not  directly  connected  by  road,  but  are  accessible 
from  the  town  of  Kahului.  To  reach  the  summit  area  from  Kahului,  take 
the  Hana  Highway  (#36)  to  Haleakala  Highway  (#37).  Tlirn  right  at  this 
juncture  and  continue,  traveling  through  the  town  of  Pukalani  to  the  Kula 
Highway  junction.  Veer  left  onto  Haleakala  Highway  (#377)  and  continue 
onto  Haleakala  Road  (#378).  Veer  left  at  this  juncture  onto  378,  which  leads 
directly  into  the  Park.  Driving  time  to  the  summit  is  about  1 1/2  hours.  To 
reach  the  Kipahulu  (coastal)  area  from  Kahului,  take  the  Hana  Highway 
(#36/360/31)  and  continue  through  the  town  of  Paia  (the  last  town  to 
purchase  supplies  before  Hana).  Continue  from  the  town  of  Hana  to  the 
Kipahulu  Ranger  Station.  It  is  64  miles  (103.2  km)  from  Kahului  to  Hana 
and  10  miles  (16.1  km)  from  Hana  to  Kipahulu.  Allow  3  to  4  hours  travel 
time  due  to  the  narrow  and  windy  road.

Horses  and  horseback 
riding  are  not  allowed  in  the  coastal  area,  •  No  pets  or  open  fires  are  permit- 
ted in  wilderness  area  or  on  trails  in  the  summit  area.  Pets  must  be  leashed 
at  all  times  in  the  coastal  area.  •  Free  permits  for  wilderness  camping  in  the 
summit  area  are  available  at  Headquarters.  No  permit  needed  in  the  coastal 
area,  •  No  water  is  available  in  the  coastal  area  of  the  Park. 
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There  are  accessible  restrooms  at  Hosmer  Grove,  Headquarters  and  the 
Visitor  Center  in  the  summit  area,  and  at  the  Ranger  Station  and  camp- 
ground in  the  coastal  area.  There  is  parking  and  ramp  access  at 
Headquarters,  the  Visitor  Center  and  the  Summit  building  in  the  summit 
area.

•  In  the  summit  area,  wilderness  camping  at  2  locations  is  limited  to  25 
people  total,  12  people  per  group.

Robert  E.  Lee's  failure  to  carry  the  Confederate  effort  into  the  North.

Visitor  centers,  bath  houses  and  some  nature  trails  are  accessible.  A  few 
camp  sites,  which  are  accessible,  can  be  reserved. 

•  Camp  sites  are  available  in  Assateague  State  Park  in  Maryland  for  $18  a 
night  or  in  the  Seashore  for  $10  a  night  for  more  primitive  camping.

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Unit,  home  of  the  world's  largest  steam  hoist,  and  the  Calumet  Unit,  home 
of  one  of  the  most  productive  copper  mines  in  world  history.

Both  of  the  Park's  units  are  along  US  41  just  north  of  the  twin  towns  of 
Houghton  and  Hancock  on  Michigan's  Upper  Peninsula.

General  Hospital  is  just  outside  the  Calumet  unit.

Cliffs,  beaches,  sand  dunes,  waterfalls  and  the  forest  of  Lake  Superior's 
shoreline  are  featured  at  Pictured  Rocks  National  Lakeshore.  The 
rocks  for  which  the  Park  is  named  rise  directly  from  the  lake  to  heights  of  50 
(15.2  m)  to  200  feet  (61  m)  and  have  been  sculpted  into  caves,  arches  and 
formations  that  look  like  castles  and  fortresses.

During  the  Civil  War,  control  of  a  1,000-mile  (1,612.9  km)  stretch  of 
the  Mississippi  River  from  Illinois  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  was  of  vital 
importance  to  the  Federal  Government.  In  1862,  Gen.  Ulysses  S.  Grant  was 
put  in  charge  of  clearing  Confederate  resistance  remaining  at  Port  Hudson 
and  the  stronger,  more  important  vicksburg.

From  US  60/65,  drive  west  on  MO  14  to  Rt.  ZZ,  south  to  the  intersection  with 
Farm  Road  182. 

•  The  Visitor  Center  contains  a  13-minute  film,  an  electric  troop  movement 
map,  exhibits  and  a  bookstore.  •  A  5-mile  (8  km),  self-guided  tour  road 
contains  8  stops,  including  historic  Ray  House  and  Bloody  Hill.  •  Hiking

Jkugustus  Saint-Gaudens  spent  his  most  productive  years  as  one  of 
AV,  America's  most  popular  and  talented  sculptors  at  "Huggins  Folly," 
an  ancient  mansion  crowning  a  bare  New  Hampshire  hillside,  which  he 
transformed  into  an  artists'  retreat.

The  Site  is  on  NH  12A  in  Cornish,  NH,  9  miles  (14.5  km)  north  of 
Claremont,  NH,  and  2  miles  (3.2  km)  from  Windsor,  VT.  Visitors  traveling 
via  1-91  should  use  the  Ascutney  or  Hartland,  VT,  exits;  via  1-89  they  should 
use  the  West  Lebanon,  NH,  Exit  (No.  20). 

•  Interpretive  tours  of  house  and  grounds.  •  Saint-Gaudens'  art  works 
(100)  are  on  permanent  exhibit,  picnicking,  2  nature  trails,  snowshoeing 
and  cross-country  skiing.  •  There  is  a  Sunday  concert  series  and  changing 
art  exhibits  during  the  summer.  •  There  is  a  sculptor-in-residence  program 
at  the  Ravine  Studio.  •  The  Site  is  open  from  Memorial  Day  weekend 
through  the  end  of  October  from  8:30  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.,  daily.  The  Site  is 
closed  to  visitation  from  November  through  the  end  of  May.  •  Facilities 
include  parking,  restrooms,  picnic  areas,  museum,  gardens  and  grounds. 

•  The  entrance  fee  is  $2  per  person.  Those  age  16  and  younger  are  admit- 
ted free.  •  No  snowmobiles  or  other  off-road  vehicles  are  allowed. 

An  access  map  of  the  Site  is  available  at  the  visitor  kiosk  in  the  parking  lot. 
The  historic  house  "Aspet"  and  the  "Picture  Gallery"  are  not  accessible. 
Nature  trails  are  not  accessible.

Thomas  Edison,  who  helped  lead  America  from  the  age  of  steam  to  the 
age  of  electricity  through  his  inventions,  also  developed  this  modern 
research  lab  in  West  Orange,  NJ,  where  he  worked  from  1887  until  his  death 
in  1931.

The  Site  is  west  of  the  Garden  State  Parkway  (Exit  145)  off  of  1-280  (Exit  10 
Westbound,  Exit  9  Eastbound).  Follow  signs  to  the  Site. 

•  Guided  tours,  exhibits,  audiovisual  programs,  school  programs  and 
special  events.  •  The  Visitor  Center  is  open  daily  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m. 

•  Interiors  of  Glenmont  and  Laboratory  buildings  may  only  be  seen  on 
guided  tours.  •  Tours  of  the  laboratory  are  given  daily  from  10:30  a.m.  to 
3:30  p.m.  •  Tours  of  Glenmont  are  given  Wednesday  through  Sunday  from 
1 1  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  A  pass  for  Glenmont  is  available  at  the  Laboratory  Visitor 
Center.  Passes  are  distributed  on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis.  •  The  Site  is 
closed  Thanksgiving,  Dec.  25  and  Jan.  1. 

•  The  entrance  fee  is  $2  per  person  for  ages  17  to  61.  Persons  younger  than 
17  and  older  than  61  are  admitted  free.  •  Smoking,  food  and  drink  are  not 
permitted  on  the  Site.  •  Strollers  and  videocameras  are  not  permitted  on  the 
tour.  •  Tour  reservations  are  necessary  for  all  non-family  groups. 

With  assistance,  the  Laboratory  Complex  is  accessible.  Glenmont  is  not 
accessible. 

Lodging  is  available  nearby.

•  Buildings  are  not  air  conditioned.  Due  to  high  heat  and  humidity  in  the 
summer,  portions  of  the  buildings  may  close.  •  Tours  go  between  buildings. 
Inclement  weather  must  be  tolerated. 
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During  2  critical  winters,  Morristown  sheltered  the  main  encampment 
of  the  Continental  Army.  Gen.  George  Washington  held  his  troops 
together  and  rebuilt  his  forces  through  the  winter  of  1777  and  encountered 
one  of  the  greatest  tests  of  his  leadership  during  the  winter  of  1779-80  when 
starvation  and  cold  drove  his  men  to  mutiny.

The  Park  is  most  easily  accessed  by  1-287.  Southbound,  use  Exit  36  for 
Washington's  Headquarters  and  the  Museum.  Use  Exit  26B  for  the  Jockey 
Hollow  Area.  Northbound,  use  Exit  36Afor  the  Headquarters  and  Museum. 
Use  the  exit  for  N.  Maple  Avenue/Rt.  202  for  the  Jockey  Hollow  Area.  Follow 
the  brown  signs. 

•  Guided  tours  of  the  Ford  Mansion,  interpretive  talks,  soldier  life  demon- 
strations, exhibits,  movies,  wayside  exhibits  and  hiking.  •  Park  roads  are 
open  from  8  a.m.  to  sunset  daily.  •  The  Museum  and  Visitor  Center  are 
open  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  •  The  Ford  Mansion  is  shown  only  by  guided 
tours  offered  at  10  a.m.,  11  a.m.,  1  p.m.,  2  p.m.,  3  p.m.  and  4  p.m.  •  The 
Wick  House  in  Jockey  Hollow  is  open  from  9:30  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.  •  All 
Park  buildings  are  closed  on  Thanksgiving,  Dec.  25  and  Jan.  1.  •  Some 
buildings  are  closed  during  the  winter  due  to  staff  reductions. 

•  The  entrance  fee  for  Washington's  Headquarters  and  Museum  is  $2  for 
adults  ages  17  to  61.  •  There  is  no  entrance  fee  for  the  Jockey  Hollow  Area. 

•  Vehicles  and  bicycles  are  permitted  only  on  the  paved  roads  and  parking 
lots. 

The  Visitor  Center  in  Jockey  Hollow  and  the  Museum  adjacent  to 
Washington's  Headquarters  are  accessible.  Historic  buildings  are  not  accessi- 
ble. 

•  Within  30  to  40  miles  (48.3  to  64.5  km),  there  are  6  state-run  parks  or 
forests  that  have  camping  facilities.  •  There  are  many  motels  in  the 
surrounding  area.

Nearby  points  of  interest  include  Edison  National  Historic  Site  (see  listing  in 
this  book)  and  Great  Swamp  National  Wildlife  Refuge. 
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Affiliated  area.  Pinelands  National  Reserve  is  the  largest  essentially 
i  undeveloped  tract  on  the  Eastern  seaboard.  It  is  noted  for  its  massive 
water  resources  with  myriad  marshes,  bogs,  ponds  and  the  dwarfed  pines 
from  which  it  is  named.  Plant  and  animal  diversity,  especially  rare  and 
endangered  species,  and  an  ecosystem  dependent  upon  periodic  fires 
contributes  to  the  area's  character.

The  Reserve  is,  roughly,  bounded  by  the  New  Jersey  Turnpike  and  New  Jersey 
Rt.  55  on  the  west,  the  Garden  State  Parkway  on  the  east,  1-95  on  the  north 
and  the  Delaware  Bay  on  the  south.  The  Reserve  encompasses  1.1  million 
acres  of  Atlantic  coastal  plain  in  southern  New  Jersey  (23  percent  of  the 
state's  total  land  area),  and  includes  portions  of  56  municipalities  and  7 
counties  -  Atlantic,  Burlington,  Camden,  Cape  May,  Cumberland,  Gloucester 
and  Ocean. 

•  Guides  for  activities  within  state  parks,  forests,  wildlife  management  and 
natural  areas,  historic  sites  and  marinas  are  available  from  the  New  Jersey 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  and  Energy.  •  For  information  on 
private  facilities,  contact  the  local  chamber  of  commerce  or  the  Division  of 
Travel  and  Tourism,  New  Jersey  Department  of  Commerce  and  Economic 
Development.  •  The  Pinelands  Commission  has  published  a  "Pinelands 
Guide"  that  contains  a  representative  sample  of  places  to  visit  and 

things  to  do. 

No  entrance  fee,  but  most  state,  municipal  and  private  facilities  require 
permits,  charge  fees  and  impose  limitations. 

Totally  or  partially  barrier-free  facilities  are  provided.  Specific  facilities 
should  be  contacted  in  advance  to  determine  the  degree  of  accessibility. 

•  Overnight,  weekend  and  vacation  camping  accommodations  are  provided 
at  most  state  forests  and  county  parks.  Reservations  are  required.  Contact  the 
New  Jersey  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  and  Energy  for  more 
information.  •  Private  lodging  is  available,  primarily  outside  of  the  Reserve 
in  the  coastal  and  urbanized  communities. 

Each  of  the  communities  within  the  Reserve  have  commercial  establish- 
ments for  food,  beverages  and  supplies.  These  vary  from  small  roadside 
farm  stands  and  convenience  stores  to  large  supermarkets. 

Each  community  is  served  by  fire,  police  and  emergency  services. 
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•  To  obtain  a  map  of  New  Jersey  that  will  show  the  location  of  visitor  oppor- 
tunities, call  1-800-JERSEY-7.  •  The  entire  Reserve,  two-thirds  of  which  is 
privately  owned,  is  governed  by  a  land  use  management  plan  mandated  by 
Congress  and  administered  by  a  state  agency  -  the  Pinelands  Commission.

Because  they  thought  the  Aztecs  of  Mexico  had  originally  built  the 
1  structures,  early  settlers  in  the  Animas  River  valley  misnamed  the  site 
that  includes  a  ruin  of  what  was  once  a  multi-story  pueblo  of  about  400 
rooms.  The  name  persists  today  even  though  the  Anasazi,  ancestors  of 
today's  Pueblo  Indians,  built  and  occupied  the  community.

•  Interpretive  exhibits  and  picnicking.  •  The  Monument  is  open  daily  from 
8  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  with  hours  extended  to  6  p.m.,  from  Memorial  Day 
through  Labor  Day.  The  Monument  is  closed  Dec.  25  and  Jan.  1. 

The  entrance  fee  is  $2  per  person.  Ages  16  and  younger  admitted  free.

J\n  area  that  is  crossed  only  by  trails,  Bandelier  National  Monument  is 
r\  characterized  by  tan  cliffs,  forested  mesas  and  deep  gorges.  It  is  of 
interest  today  to  geologists  and  archaeologists  because  of  its  prehistoric 
Indian  ruins,  including  cliff  ruins  that  extend  for  2  miles  (3.2  km).

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The  Monument  is  46  miles  (74.1  km)  west  of  Santa  Fe,  NM,  and  is  reached 
from  Santa  Fe  north  on  US  285  to  Pojoaque,  then  west  on  NM  502  to  NM  4. 

•  Hiking,  interpretive  and  audiovisual  exhibits,  self-guiding  walking  tours, 
picnicking  and  campfire  programs  nightly  in  the  summer.  •  Printed  trail 
guides  of  the  ruins  are  available  in  French,  Spanish,  Japanese  and  German. 

•  The  entrance  fee  is  $5  per  car  or  $3  per  person.  •  Dogs  are  permitted  in 
parking  areas  and  campground  only;  they  must  be  on  a  leash.  •  No  camp- 
fires  are  permitted  in  the  backcountry.  •  Trailers  are  prohibited  in  Frijoles 
Canyon. 

There  are  accessible  restrooms  in  the  campground.  The  first  part  of  the 
ruins  trail  (Visitor  Center  to  main  ruin)  is  accessible.  A  wheelchair  is  avail- 
able on  loan  for  use  on  the  ruins  trail. 

•  Juniper  Campground  has  94  sites  with  no  reservations  accepted. 
Reservations  for  group  camp  sites  are  made  through  the  Visitor  Center. 

•  Lodging  is  available  in  White  Rock,  10  miles  (16.1  km);  and  in  Los 
Alamos,  13  miles  (20.9  km). 

Food  and  supplies  are  available  in  Los  Alamos,  White  Rock  and  Santa  Fe.

•  First  aid  is  available  in  the  Monument.  •  The  nearest  hospital  is  in  Los 
Alamos. 

Energy  and  endurance  are  required  for  longer  hiking  trips.  You  must  be  in 
good  physical  condition  since  trails  lead  into  deep,  steep-walled  canyons  of 
the  rough  and  broken  country.  The  altitude,  about  7,000  feet  (2,133  m), 
places  an  additional  burden  on  the  heart  and  lungs.

Capulin  Mountain  is  the  cone  of  a  volcano  that  was  active  about 
10,000  years  ago.  It  consists  chiefly  of  loose  cinders,  ash,  and  other 
rock  debris  that  over  time  have  stabilized  and  now  host  a  great  variety  of 
vegetation  and  animal  life.

Drive  3  miles  (4.8  km)  north  of  Capulin,  NM,  on  Highway  325  to  the 
Monument  entrance.  The  Visitor  Center  is  one-half  mile  (.8  km)  east 

•  Stop  at  the  Monument  Visitor  Center  for  a  look  at  exhibits  and  a 
10-minute  film  depicting  the  birth  of  the  volcano.  •  Walk  the  short  nature 
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trail  at  the  Visitor  Center  and  enjoy  a  quiet  meal  at  the  picnic  area  just  above 
the  Visitor  Center.  •  Drive  the  2-mile  (3.2  km)  Crater  Rim  Road  to  the  Crater 
Rim  Parking  Area  and  hike  into  the  Crater  itself.  •  The  1-mile  (1.6  km) 
Crater  Rim  Trail  offers  outstanding  vistas  of  a  200-square-mile  (322.5  km) 
volcanic  landscape.  •  The  Monument  closes  at  sunset. 

•  The  entrance  fee  is  $4  per  vehicle  or  $2  per  person.  •  An  entrance  permit 
is  required  to  drive  up  the  volcano.  •  No  pets  allowed  on  trails. 

All  Visitor  Center  facilities  are  accessible.  Picnic  area  restrooms  and  2  tables 
are  accessible  as  is  the  nature  trail.  The  film  is  captioned. 

•  Tent  and  RV  camping  are  available  at  the  Capulin  Camp  in  the  village  of 
Capulin.  •  There  are  campgrounds  at  Sugarite  Canyon  State  Park,  35  miles 
(56.4  km)  west;  and  at  Clayton  Lake  State  Park,  60  miles  (96.7  km)  east 

•  Convenience  items  are  available  at  the  Capulin  Country  Store  in  Capulin. 

•  Larger  stores  are  in  Raton,  NM,  30  miles  (48.3  km)  west;  and  in  Clayton, 
NM,  50  miles  (80.6  km)  east. 

•  A  91 1  system  and  emergency  medical  services  are  available  at  the 
Monument.  •  A  hospital  is  in  Raton. 

This  striking  landscape  was  first  described  by  the  Hayden  Survey  of  1869. 
Capulin  Volcano  has  witnessed  western  commerce  along  the  Santa  Fe  Trail, 
cast  its  shadow  across  thousands  of  Texas  Longhorns  on  the  Goodnight- 
Loving  cattle  drives,  and  now  attracts  thousands  of  visitors  annually  to  this 
unspoiled  region  of  the  High  Plains.

Carlsbad  Cavern  is  an  incomparable  realm  of  gigantic  subterranean 
chambers,  fantastic  cave  formations  and  extraordinary  creatures, 
including  the  famous  300,000  Mexican  free-tail  bats  in  residence  from  the 
spring  until  October.

The  Park  is  just  off  of  US  62-180, 20  miles  (32.2  km)  from  Carlsbad,  NM, 
and  150  miles  (241.9  km)  from  El  Paso,  TX.  The  Park  Visitor  Center  is  near 
the  entrance  to  Carlsbad  Cavern,  which  is  7  miles  (1 1.2  km)  from  Whites 

CityNM. 

•  The  cavern  is  self-guided  most  of  the  year.  Visitors  have  the  choice  of 
doing  the  complete  3-mile  (4.8  km)  Blue  Tour  or  the  1.25-mile  (2  km)  Red 
Tour.  In  the  winter  during  the  week,  the  first  1.5  miles  (2.4  km)  is  a  guided 
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tour  with  the  Red  Tour  remaining  self-guided.  On  weekends  in  the  winter, 
the  tours  are  self-guided.  •  Guided  tours  to  Slaughter  Cave  are  offered  twice 
daily  from  Memorial  Day  to  Labor  Day,  and  on  weekends  the  rest  of  the  year. 

•  Bat  flight  programs  are  offered  each  evening  from  spring  until  fall  at  the 
cavern  entrance.  •  Picnicking,  photography,  special  programs  and  activities 
are  offered  as  well. 

•  The  fees  for  Carlsbad  Cavern  are  $5  for  adults  ages  16  to  62,  $3  for  chil- 
dren ages  6  to  15,  and  no  charge  for  children  under  6.  •  The  fees  for 
Slaughter  Canyon  Cave  are  $6  for  adults  ages  16  to  62  and  $3  for  children 
ages  6  to  15.  No  one  under  6  is  permitted.  •  Permits,  available  at  the  Visitor 
Center,  are  needed  for  backcountry  camping. 

Most  of  the  Red  Tour  is  accessible.  An  access  guide  may  be  obtained  at  the 
Visitor  Center  desk  outlining  the  route. 

Several  campgrounds  and  other  overnight  accommodations  are  available 
nearby  in  Whites  City  and  Carlsbad,  NM. 

•  A  restaurant  at  the  Visitor  Center  and  an  underground  lunch  room  are 
available  at  the  Park.  •  Supplies  are  available  at  Whites  City  and  Carlsbad. 

Rubber  soled  shoes  and  a  light  jacket  or  sweater  are  recommended  for  the 
cave  tours  and  caverns. 
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Chaco  Culture  National  Historical  Park 


Bloomfield,  New  Mexico 

Despite  long  winters  and  short  growing  seasons,  Chaco  Canyon  was  a 
center  of  Anasazi  Indian  life  1,000  years  ago.  Great  masonry  towns 
connected  with  other  towns  by  a  network  of  roads  are  preserved  today  in  the 
ruins  at  Chaco  Culture  National  Historical  Park.

The  Park  is  in  northwestern  New  Mexico.  From  the  north,  turn  off  of  NM  44 
at  Blanco  Trading  Post  or  Nageezi  Trading  Post,  7  miles  (1 1.2  km)  south  of 
Blanco,  and  follow  NM  57  for  29  miles  (46.7  km)  to  Park  Headquarters.  The 
road  is  unpaved.  From  the  south,  turn  north  on  NM  57  from  1-40  at 
Thoreau  and  proceed  60  miles  ©6.7  km)  to  Chaco  Canyon.  A  marked 
turnoff  begins  a  20-mile  (32.2  km)  stretch  of  unpaved  road,  NM  57,  leading 
to  the  south  entrance.  The  Visitor  Center  is  just  ahead.  Inquire  locally  about 
road  conditions  in  stormy  weather.

However,  the  decision  by  the  Continental  Army's  Nathanael 
Greene  to  reconquer  South  Carolina  and  Cornwallis'  plan  to  continue  into 
Virginia  precipitated  the  British  surrender  7  months  later.

•Interpretive  exhibits,  picnicking,  swimming,  boating,  fishing,  water  skiing, 
biking,  hiking,  guided  nature  walks,  wildlife  and  bird  watching  and  photog-

The  south  and  west  entrances  on  OR  62  are  open  all  year.  The  north 
entrance  off  Hwy.  138  and  Rim  Drive  is  open  from  mid-June  to  early 
October,  weather  permitting. 

•  There  are  summer  Ranger  programs  at  Mazama  Campground,  daily 
Ranger  talks,  interpretive  walks,  concession  boat  tours,  wildlife  watching, 
auto  tours,  fishing,  hiking  and  picnicking.  •  A  movie  is  shown  throughout 
the  day  at  Steel  Information  Center.  •  Snowmobile  access  to  the  Rim  and  to 
the  north  side  of  the  Park,  cross-country  skiing,  snowshoeing  and  other 
winter  recreational  activities.  •  Facilities  include  picnic  areas,  restrooms 
and  post  office  available  through  the  summer.  •  The  Park  is  open  all  day 
every  day  in  the  summer.  In  winter,  the  south  and  west  road  on  OR  62  to 
Park  Headquarters  is  open.  The  road  from  Headquarters  to  Rim  Village 
closes  at  times  during  severe  snowstorms.  •  Visitor  facilities  are  closed 
Dec.  25. 

•  The  entrance  fee  is  $5,  collected  from  June  through  September  or  later  if 
weather  permits.  •  All  vehicles  are  restricted  to  designated  roads.  •  Back- 
country  use  permits  are  required  for  overnight  stays.  Information  is  avail- 
able by  writing  the  Park  or  at  any  visitor  center.  •  Descent  to  the  lake  is 
permitted  only  on  the  Cleetwood  Trail. 

The  Steel  Information  Center,  cafeteria  and  gift  shop  and  some  lodging 
facilities  are  accessible.  Accessibility  is  hindered  in  winter  by  snow  and  ice. 

•  Camp  sites  are  available  from  late  May  through  mid-October,  weather 
permitting,  for  $11  per  night.  No  reservations  are  accepted.  •  Reservations 
for  Mazama  Cabins,  open  during  the  summer,  may  be  made  by  contacting 
Crater  Lake  Lodge,  Inc.,  Crater  Lake,  OR  97604,  phone  503-594-2511. 

•  Other  overnight  accommodations  are  available  in  Medford,  80  miles 
(129  km);  Klamath  Falls,  54  miles  (87  km);  Union  Creek  and  Fort  Klamath. 

•  Meals  are  served  at  the  Rim  Village  cafeteria.  •  Some  groceries  are  avail- 
able at  Mazama  Village.  •  Food  services,  groceries  and  gasoline  are  avail- 
able from  mid-May  through  mid-October.  •  Food  and  supplies  are  also 
available  at  Fort  Klamath  and  Union  Creek. 
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•  First  aid  is  available  in  the  Park.  •  An  ambulance  service  is  available  in 
Chiloquin,  OR.  •  The  nearest  hospitals  are  in  Medford  and  Klamath  Falls.

From  December  1805  until  March  1806,  members  of  the  Lewis  and 
Clark  expedition  wintered  at  Fort  Clatsop,  a  log  stockade  50  feet 
(15.2  m)  square.  The  explorers  built  the  Fort  after  their  trail-blazing  jour- 
ney from  the  Mississippi  River  to  the  Pacific  Ocean.

The  Memorial  is  6  miles  (9-6  km)  southwest  of  Astoria,  OR,  just  off  US  101. 
Signs  along  US  101  and  alternate  101  direct  visitors  to  the  Memorial. 

•  Interpretive  exhibits,  film  and  slide  show  programs,  living  history 
costumed  demonstrations  during  the  summer,  hiking  and  picnicking. 

•  A  bookstore  is  operated  by  the  Fort  Clatsop  Historical  Association.  •  There 
are  restrooms  at  the  Visitor  Center.  •  The  Visitor  Center  and  fort  replica  are 
open  daily,  except  Dec.  25,  from  8  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  in  winter  with  hours 
extended  to  6  p.m.,  in  summer. 

•  The  entrance  fee  is  $2  for  ages  17  and  older  with  a  $4  per  family  maxi- 
mum. Ages  62  and  older  are  admitted  free.  •  Vehicles  are  limited  to  roads 
and  parking  lots. 

Parking,  restrooms,  Visitor  Center  and  audiovisual  programs  are  accessible. 
The  Fort  and  trails  are  generally  accessible  -  ask  for  assistance.  Captioned 
audiovisual  programs  are  available. 

•  Camping  is  available  at  Fort  Stevens  State  Park,  8  miles  (12.9  km). 
Reserve  space  by  contacting  Fort  Stevens  State  Park,  Hammond,  OR  97121. 

•  Lodging  is  available  in  the  nearby  towns  of  Astoria;  Warrenton,  3  miles 
(4.8  km);  and  Seaside,  13  miles  (20.9  km).

John  Day  Fossil  Beds  National  Monument  preserves  one  of  the  most 
complete  fossil  records  of  the  last  65  million  years  covering  the  Cenozoic 
Era,  or  the  Age  of  Mammals,  when  mammals  rose  to  become  the  dominant 
form  of  animal  life  and  flowering  plants  became  the  dominant  form  of 
plant  life.

The  Monument  is  divided  into  3  units.  The  main  Visitor  Center  is  10  miles 
(16.1  km)  west  of  Dayville,  OR,  at  the  Sheep  Rock  Unit.  The  Painted  Hills 
Unit  is  10  miles  (16.1  km)  west  of  Mitchell,  OR.  The  Clarno  Unit  is  20  miles 
(32.2  km)  west  of  Fossil,  OR.  The  Headquarters  is  in  John  Day. 

•  A  fossil  museum  and  lab,  film,  exhibits  and  bookstore  are  available  at  the 
Visitor  Center.  •  Each  unit  has  overlooks,  trails,  exhibits,  drinking  water, 
restrooms  and  picnic  tables.  •  Hiking,  picnicking,  fishing,  biking,  wildlife 
and  wildflower  watching.  •  Ranger  conducted  programs  are  offered. 

•  Visitor  Center  hours  vary  with  the  seasons. 

•  No  entrance  fee.  •  Vehicles  are  limited  to  parking  areas  and  roads. 

•  Climbing  on  geologic  formations  or  collecting  fossils  is  prohibited. 

•  No  hunting  is  allowed. 

An  access  guide  is  available  at  the  Visitor  Center  or  by  mail.  The  Visitor 
Center  is  accessible.  The  TDD  telephone  number  is  503-987-2334. 

•  Several  public  and  private  campgrounds  are  nearby.  •  Lodging  is  avail- 
able in  John  Day,  Dayville,  Mitchell  and  Fossil.

By  the  time  his  career  directing  the  fur  trade  out  of  Fort 
i  Vancouver  for  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  ended,  John  McLoughlin 
was  famous  for  his  efforts,  intentional  or  not,  in  securing  most  of  the 
Oregon  Country  territory  for  Americans,  earning  him  the  title  "Father  of 
Oregon."

•  Guided  house  tours.  •  The  house  is  open  Sundays  from  1  p.m.  to  4  p.m., 
and  Tuesday  through  Saturday  from  10  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  The  Site  is  closed  in 
January  and  for  holidays.

Groundwater  dissolving  marble  bedrock  formed  the  cave  passages  and 
intricate  flowstone  formations  of  the  Siskiyou  Mountains  that  are 
preserved  at  Oregon  Caves  National  Monument  and  surrounded  by  virgin 
forests.

The  Monument  is  20  miles  (32.2  km)  southeast  of  Cave  Junction  on 
OR  46.  Travel  either  50  miles  (80.6  km)  south  of  Grants  Pass  or  76  miles 
(122.5  km)  north  from  Crescent  City  on  US  199.  The  last  8  miles  (12.9  km) 
of  OR  46  are  quite  narrow  and  winding.  Information  is  available  on  OR  46 
just  off  US  199  at  the  Visitor  Center. 

•  Cave  tours  (year-round  daily  except  Dec.  25),  hiking,  wildlife  and  bird 
watching,  picnicking  and  evening  programs  in  the  summer.  •  There  are 

5  miles  (8  km)  of  trails  in  the  Monument  with  many  more  in  the  surround- 
ing Siskiyou  National  Forest.  Several  pleasant  1-  to  4-hour  walks  through 
scenic  virgin  forest  are  available  from  May  to  November.  •  The  Monument, 
encompassing  a  remnant  old-growth  Douglas/White  Fir  community,  is  a 
nature  lover's  paradise  with  more  than  80  species  of  birds,  35  species  of 
mammals  and  more  than  1 10  species  of  plants.  •  Cave  tour  hours  vary  with 
the  season.  Summers  are  busy,  so  it's  best  to  arrive  in  the  morning. 

•  No  entrance  fee.  •  Cave  tours  are  provided  by  a  private  concessioner. 
Cave  tour  fees  are  $6.75  for  adults  and  $3-75  for  children  ages  6  to  12. 
Special  regulations  apply  to  children  under  6,  and  child-care  services  are 
available  during  cave  tours  for  $3  per  child.  •  Pets  are  permitted  only  in  the 
parking  areas.  •  Parking  for  RVs  and  trailers  is  extremely  limited.  Trailers 
are  not  recommended  on  the  narrow  and  winding  road  to  the  Monument. 
There  is  parking/drop-off  space  for  trailers  at  the  Visitor  Center  in  Cave 
Junction. 

The  cave  is  not  accessible  except  for  the  entrance  room.  Restrooms  and  a 
few  picnic  tables  are  accessible.  Trails  are  not  accessible. 

•  The  Siskiyou  National  Forest  operates  2  campgrounds  nearby  from 
mid-June  through  the  first  week  of  September.  Cave  Creek  Campground  is 
4  miles  (6.4  km)  from  the  Monument.  No  trailers  are  permitted.  Greyback 
Campground  is  8  miles  (12.9  km)  from  the  Monument.  Trailers  are  permit- 
ted. Camp  sites  are  on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis.  There  are  no  showers 
and  only  1  site  at  Greyback  has  utility  hookups  (call  1-800-283-CAMP  to 
reserve).  •  The  Oregon  Caves  Chateau,  an  historic  landmark,  is  the  only 
lodging  in  the  Monument.  It  is  open  from  mid-June  to  Labor  Day.  Bed  and 
breakfast-style  lodging  is  available  at  the  Chateau  after  Labor  Day  through 
mid-September.  For  information  and  reservations,  write  to  Oregon  Caves 
Chateau,  PO  Box  128,  Cave  Junction,  OR  97523,  phone  503-592-3400. 

•  A  coffee  shop  in  the  Chateau  has  limited  hours  year-round.  A  restaurant  in 
the  Chateau  is  open  in  the  summer.  •  Groceries  and  supplies  are  available 
in  Cave  Junction. 
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•  First  aid  is  available  in  the  Monument.  •  There  is  a  doctor  and  clinic  in 
Cave  Junction.  •  The  nearest  hospital  is  in  Grants  Pass. 

•  The  tour  route  through  the  cave,  about  .6  mile  (1  km),  requires  walking 
through  narrow  passages,  bending  in  low  places,  climbing  up  and  down 
about  500  steps  and  takes  about  1  hour  and  15  minutes.  The  tour  is  not 
recommended  for  persons  with  walking,  breathing  or  heart  problems.  There 
is  an  emergency  exit  one-third  of  the  way  through  the  cave  for  those  who  do 
not  wish  to  continue.  •  The  cave  temperature  fluctuates  around  4l°F,  and 
passageways  may  be  wet  and  slippery,  so  wear  proper  clothing.  •  It  is  recom- 
mended that  visitors,  especially  those  with  young  children,  stop  at  the  Visitor 
Center  for  current  information  and  waiting  times  before  making  the 
45-minute  drive  to  the  Monument.

The  portage  enabled  passengers 
leaving  Philadelphia  in  1840  to  reach  Pittsburgh  in  4  days  instead  of  23.

House,  trails,  hiking  and  picnicking.  •  Facilities  include  a  bookstore, 
restrooms  and  telephones  at  the  Visitor  Center.

•  Exhibits  of  Franklin  artifacts.  •  Facilities  include  parking  and  restrooms. 

•  The  Memorial  is  open  from  9:30  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.,  weekdays;  from 
10  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  weekends;  and  from  10  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  daily  in  the 
summer.  The  Memorial  is  closed  Thanksgiving,  Dec.  24,  Dec.  25,  Jan.  1  and 
July  4.

Johnstown,  a  steel  company  town  with  a  population  of  30,000  in  1889, 
was  built  on  a  floodplain  at  the  fork  of  the  Little  Conemaugh  and  Stony 
Creek  rivers.  When  an  old  dam  broke  after  a  night  of  heavy  rains  on  June  1, 
1889, 20  million  tons  of  water  devastated  the  town  and  killed  more  than 
2,200.

The  Park  is  20  miles  (32.2  km)  west  of  Philadelphia.  Entrances  from  major 
highways  are  well  marked.  Eastbound  or  westbound  via  the  Pennsylvania 
Turnpike,  take  Exit  24  (Valley  Forge).  Stay  in  the  right  lane  for  the  toll  booth 
and  immediately  take  the  next  right  onto  North  Gulf  Road.  This  will  lead  to 
the  Visitor  Center  at  the  intersection  of  Valley  Forge  Road  and  PA  23. 
Westbound  on  the  Schuykill  Expressway  (1-76)  use  the  Goddard  Boulevard 
Exit,  turn  right  at  the  traffic  light  onto  Goddard  and  then  turn  right  again  at 
the  first  traffic  light  onto  North  Gulph  Road.

Not  open  to  the  public.  Charles  Pinckney  (1754-1824)  was  a  states- 
man, Revolutionary  War  officer  and  a  principal  framer  of  the  U.S. 
Constitution.  He  served  4  terms  as  governor  of  South  Carolina  and  in  the 
State  Assembly.  He  also  served  in  the  U.S.  Senate,  House  of  Representatives 
and  as  President  Jefferson's  minister  to  Spain.  His  ancestral  home,  Snee 
Farm,  once  consisted  of  715  acres,  28  of  which  are  today  preserved. 
Archaeological  remains  of  brick  foundations  from  the  Pinckney  era  and  an 
1820s  tidewater  cottage  are  maintained  on  the  Site.

Troops  who  guarded  immigrants,  freighters  and  stagecoaches, 
and  who  contended  with  Comanche  and  Apache  Indians,  were  based  at  the 
Fort.

•  Fort  El  Canuelo,  on  Isla  de  Cabras  on  the  west  shore  of  San  Juan  Bay,  is 
not  open  to  the  public.

•  Vehicles  are  restricted  to  parking  areas  and  paved  roads.  Parking  in  Old

Entrances,  main  plazas,  restrooms  and  museum  exhibit  areas  at  both  forts 
are  accessible.  Many  of  the  other  areas  of  the  forts  are  somewhat  accessible 
by  using  the  200-  to  300-year-old  ramps  originally  intended  for  hauling 
cannon  (steeper  than  current  grade  standards).
